Mo Better Terms Will Be 


Granted to France, Says 
Senator Smoot. 


EVEN STIFFER PACT . 
MAY BE ALTERNATIVE 


Discussion Is Revived to Limit 
Loans as Pressure Against 
“Repudiation Policy.”

Premier Poincare’s statement that 
France will not ratify the Mellon-Ber- 
enger debt settlement with the United 
States has made a distinctly unfavor- 
able impression here, and is regarded 
as particularly unfortunate at this time, 
when the coming national celebration 
of Lindbergh’s filght was associated in 
some quarters with. an indication of 
better relations with France. 

The French premier’s statement that 
he will seek better terms has not soft- 
ened the effect, and Senator Smoot, 
chairman of the Senate finance com- 
mittee, and member of the War Debt 
Funding Commission, lost no time in 
making it clear that no better terms 
would be granted to France. 

In fact, the general impression is that 
France will never again be offered such 
liberal terms if she declines to ratify 
the settlement as now negotiated, and 
that the French government and the 
French people will be confronted ulti- 
mately with the alternative of accept- 
ing far stiffer terms or suffering the 
consequences which any nation must 
inevitably suffer if it seeks to maintain 
the position that it need not pay its 
debts. 


Pressure Held in Abeyance. 


Such pressure as the United States 
government, at the proper time, may 
feel compelled to exert, is so far being 
held in abeyance. But this does not 
mean, it is explained, that the Ameri- 
can Nation, as the most powerful na- 
tion financially in the world, will be 
at a loss to take steps to protect its 
taxpayers against French efforts to re- 
tain more than $4,000,000,000 of these 
taxpayers’ money. 

Indications are that the next session 
of Congress, whether it comes in Octo- 
ber or December, will see bills intro- 
duced to reflect the indignation of both 
branches of Congress against the French 
so-called “repudiation policy.” There is 
also revived discussion of some legisla- 
tive action here aimed at limiting, if 
possible, further American loans to 
France and warning the American 
people that they must be wary about 
investments in French securities of 
any kind. 

An immediate effect of the Poincare 
statement here was to focus attention 
on the efforts which Briand has re- 
cently been making to initiate negotia- 
tions with the United States for a 
treaty to outiaw war.: This move was 
regarded by officials here as a “smoke 
screen” to divert attention from the 
French debt and from the fact that 
France has refused to participate in the 
coming naval arms limitation confer- 
ence.

Reception to Disabled Men Held Despite Repair Work. 
Grounds of Executive Mansion Scene of Colorful 
Party—Col. Roosevelt Greeted by Ex-Comrades. 


To the music of an anvil chorus of 
workingmen’s hammers, relieved now 
and then by obligatos of sweet bird 
tones, President and Mrs. Coolidge re- 
ceived nearly 1,000 disabled veterans of 
America’s wars from service hospitals 
in and around Washington yesterday 
afternoon in the gardens of the White 
House. 

It was the only garden party of the 
season in the White House grounds. 
Rather than disappoint the disabled 
veterans who have come to look upon 
the event as the greatest joy in the 
year, President and Mrs. Coolidge de- 
cided to hold it despite the repairs on 
the Executive Mansion which have 
caused their temporary removal to the 
President’s House on Dupont Circle. 

The appreciation of the men over 
this consideration was apparent in their 
faces and their remarks and it was a 
happy crowd notwithstanding the seri- 
ous disability of many of the guests 
which assembled on the White House 
lawn shortly before 4 o’clock when the 
reception was to begin.

IS “FED UP” ON CHICKEN 


U. 8. 8S. Memphis, June 9 (By Wireless 
to the Associated Press.).—Col. Charles 
Lindbergh today gave the ship’s crew 
a thrill by climbing out on a yardarm 
at the same height as the crows’ nest 
when it was suddenly realized that the 
high tension radio had not been cut 
off as is customary when men are in 
the rigging. 

The aviator made his climb in the 
face of a 48-mile wind, ascending to a 
height of 140 feet, without saying any- 
thing to anybody, his object being to 
take photographs of the ship from 
aloft and its high speed wake. 

As soon as the officer of the watch 
discovered the aviator clinging to the 
rigging and getting his camera into 
position orders were issued cutting off 
the high tension radio. 

The aviator was aloft 20 minutes and 
greatly enjoyed his stunt, while most 
of the ship’s officers and crew marveled 
at his calmness. Eventually he de- 
scended to the.deck as cool as a 
cucumber. 

Col. Lindbergh sat down to “chow” 
today with some of the “gobs” of Un- 
cle Sam’s Navy.

VETERANS AT WHITE HOUSE

Coolidge, escorted by White House mili- 
tary and nayal aides, passed through 
smiling lines of guests to the receiving 
rug under a huge oak just a short dis- 
tance from the south portico of the 
White House, and the reception began. 
The President was in a sult of blue 
and white serge and he wore a straw 
hat, while Mrs. Coolidge was lovely in 
a summer frock of beige lace. combined 
with striped and flowered chiffon in 
rose and blue and purple. The bodice 
was made with long flowing sleeves of 
lace placed over the striped chiffon and 
the chiffon formed the lower part of 
the circular skirt. With this Mrs. Cool- 
idge wore a large deep rose hat trim- 
med on the crown with velvet rose 
petals. Her strap slippers were of a 
deep rose to match her hat. As a spe- 
cial tribute to the veterans, she car- 
ried a woven bag which had been made 
by one of the men, and which excited 
great interest among them. 

Each veteran as he came down the 
line was given a cordial hand shake by 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge and a 
special word of greeting. It was 
noticeable that Mrs. Coolidge was par- 
ticulrly tender in her greeting of the 
badly wounded men and now and then 
the President also would detain a man 
who was in the seriously disabled class 
for an extra word and smile. 

Most of the veterans were in civilian 
dress, but here and there one of them 
had gotten out the uniform in which 
he had seen service and marched proud- 
ly by his commander in chief in the 
old outfit. 


Heroic Decorations Worn. 


On some of the men were decora- 
tions telling of heroism in battle be- 
stowed upon them by a grateful coun- 
try, and in the line were several G. A. 
R. men who wore the blue of the Civil 
War and the medals gained on famous 
battlefields. The Civil War veterans 
seemed to interest the Presfdent par- 
ticularly, and Mrs. Coolidge chatted 
with a number of them. 

Representative Edith Nourse Rogers, 
of Massachusetts, known as the Angel 
of Walter Reed because of her work 
for the service veterans there, walked 
down the line with several of her boys. 

The veterans were interested in a 
smiling man in civilian dress who walk- 
ed a little lame and carried a cane, 
but who displayed the unmistakable 
Rooseveltian smile and greeted many 
of the veterans as comrades. This was 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, a war vetern 
himself, and son of the late President, 
who escorted his sister, Mrs. Nicholas 
Longworth, wife of the Speaker of the 
House. After greeting the President 
and Mrs. Coolidge, the Roosevelts were 
soon the center of a group of friends 
and they stayed until nearly the end 
of the reception, Col. Roosevelt signing 
his name for many of the veterans who 
presented their identiifcation cards for 
this purpose. 

A group of American beauties, a 
pretty girl clerk of the United States 
Veterans Bureau from every State in 
the Union, aided greatly in caring for 
the men and seeing that each had a 
good time. They wore sashes around 
their waists with the names of their 
States printed on them and they were 
soon surrounded by men from their 
given States. 


G. A. R. Veteran Cheered. 


After the long line of veterans and 
special guests had been received Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge walked around 
the grounds, followed at a respectful 
distance by many of the veterans. The 
President stopped and talked for some 
minutes while the cameras reeled off 
snapshots of him so occupied with a 
G. A. R. veteran, Judge J. H. Sheppard, 
of New York, who entered the Union 
Army when he was only 16 years old 
and was three times wounded. He 
was @ member of the First Lincoln 
cavalry of New York and he had three 
sons in the World War, all of whom 
were wounded. The President and 
Mrs. Coolidge were engrossed in his 
story and listened as the old man told 
of military exploits of yesterday. 

In front.of one of the refreshment 
booths a pretty Red Cross nurse handed 
some ice cream to the smiling Presi- 
dent, which he ate while chatting with 
Attorney General Sargeant. Mrs. Cool- 
idge also enjoyed some refreshments 
while the crowd made a complete ring- 
a-round-~-a-resy circle about them. 

After completing the circle of guests 
the President and Mrs. Coolidge retired 
to the executive offices and the re- 
ception was Officially over.

President Approves Colonel’s 
Commission for Trans- 
atlantic Pilot. 


Eighty-seven planes from the Navy, 
Army, Commerce and Postoffice depart- 
ments will form the aerial escort for 
Col. Charles A, Lindbergh, transatlantic 
flier, on his arrival in this city at noon 
tomorrow, commercial] air planes aug-’ 
menting the escort. 

The army air corps will have 39 
planes, 24 from the First Pursuit group, 


Selfridge Field, Mich., 9 from the 
Second Bombardment group, Langley 
Field, Va., and 6 observation planes 
from Bolling Field. 

The Navy will have 22 pursuit planes 
in the escort, 16 torpedo, and three ob- 
servation planes, and the rigid airship, 
Los Angeles. The Commerce Départ- 
ment will have two commercial planes 
and the Postoffice Department, two 
mail planes. 

Aerial maneuvers will be held during 
the interval of time between the arrival 
of the cruiser, Memphis, bearing Col. 
Lindbergh, opposite Alexandria, Va., 
and its docking at the Washington 
Navy Yard. 


Planes Plan Maneuvers. 


The Army planes will fly on the right 
or Maryland side of the cruiser on its 
way up the Potomac River, and the 
Navy planes on the left, or Virginia 
side. 

When the Memphis reaches the 
mouth of the Anacostia River, the 
army planes will maneuver southward 
from the south bank of the latter 
stream, and the navy planes, northward 
from its north bank, the commerce 
and postal planes, maneuvering in the 
army zone. 

The area from Bolling Field to the 
river’s mouth, will not be crossed at 
any altitude between 11:30 o’clock in 
the morning and 1:30 in the afternoon, 
according to yesterday’s orders from 
departments concerned. 

As the Memphis docks, a white cross 
will be placed alongside the landing 
“T” at Bolling Field, this being the 
signal for all army planes -to land. 
Navy planes will land only after the 
white cross has. been removed. 


Precautions Are Taken. 


Orders were issued by Maj. Gen. 
Mason M. Patrick, chief of Air Corps, 
forbidding pilots from other Army Air 
Corps flying fields to land at Bolling 
Field between the hours of 10 o’clock 
in the morning and 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon tomorrow, nor will army 
pilots be permitted to fly over the city 
between the time of docking the Mem- 
Pphis until sundown of the following 
day. All possible precautions are being 
taken to have signals clearly under- 
stood in order to avoid confusion and 
accidents.

The division of the air 
is for the safer handling of the air- 
plane traffic. 


Civil planes will have the lower 
strata, and therefore will be closer to 
the ground. Under regulations issued 
yesterday by the Department of Com- 
merce for civil planes, these planes 
must observe a minimum altitude of 
1,500 feet, and a maximum altitude of 
2,000 feet. 

Army and Navy planes will have sole 
possession of the air above 2,000 feet. 
The civil planes will not be permitted 
to fly lower than 1,500 feet, because 
a lower altitude involves greater hazard, 
it is said. 

The Department of Commerce ex- 
pects that at least 50 planes will come 
to Washington to greet the homecoming 
air hero. The civil planes will follow 
the Memphis from Alexandria to the 
navy yard in a procession over the 
river, but must land immediately after 
the Memphis has docked. 

Under an order issued yesterday by 
President Coolidge, restricting airplane 


flights over the District, no flights will 


be permitted by civil planes at any 
altitude in that section north of the 
Potomac River, and west of the Ana- 
costia River from 11 o’clock tomorrow 
morning until 6 o’clock Sunday. 

\ The order is the first made under the 
new air commerce law, and is included 
in the Commerce Department’s detailed 
regulations. 

The civil planes must keep 300 feet 
apart in the procession up the river 
from Alexandria to the Navy Yard dock, 
but from the moment the Memphis 
docks no civil plane will be permitted 
to cross at any altitude the area over 
Bolling Field and the Anacostia River 
from the navy yard to the mouth of 
the Anacostia River. 

The planes then must retire beyond 
the area restricted by presidential 
order, and land. All civil aircraft will 
base at Hoover Field. In case this field 
is too congested, civil planes will be 
permitted to land at Bolling Field, but 
not until all Army and Navy aircraft 
have cleared the air, which they will 
begin to do immediately after the 
Memphis has docked. 

All civil aircraft must display a 
license number or identification mark 
assigned by the Department of Com- 
merce, in accordance with alr commerce 
regulations.

Lindbergh’s automobile, Gen. Rocken- 
bach will order the 2,000 troops in the 
parade ahead to about face and push 
back the crowds. 


After the parade the troops will be 
stationed at the Washington Monument 
Grounds, and they will be used as a 
bodyguard for Col. Lindbergh in the 
event of a rush. ; 

Barring impossible weather, an ad- 
vance guard of aircraft and seacraft 
will set out to sea to greet Col. Lind- 
bergh as he steams past Cape Henry 
on the cruiser Memphis today. The 
air squadron will be dominated by the 
dirigible Los Angeles, which, leaving 
Lakehurst, N. J., today, will hover over 
the Memphis until that vessel docks 
here tomorrow. 


Destroyers to Meet Memphis. 


A division of destroyers will leave 
Hampton Roads at noon to meet the 
Memphis, and will return to their base 
this evening. A squadron of seaplanes 
will leave the base-a little later. 

The U. S. S. Goff will take newspaper 
reporters and photographers out to 
meet the Memphis, and afterward will 
return to the naval operating base. 
R. R. Blythe, personal representative 
of Lindbergh, also will go out on the 
Goff. He will be the only man allowed 
to transfer to the Memphis. With him 
will go a big batch of invitations and 
important papers, which he will turn 
over to the returning airman. He also 
will take along Lindbergh’s uniform, 
now bearing the eagle insignia of a 
colonel. 

The reception committee yesterday 
announced that Col. Lindbergh would 
be given an early breakfast Monday 
morning by the National Aeronautical 
Association. It will be held in the May- 
flower Hotel between 6 and 7 o’clock, 
and at its conclusion Col. Lindbergh 
will go to Bolling Field to take off 
for New York. 


Aviators to Form Escort. 


Trucks, bearing 500,000 cards and 
letters sent to Col. Lindbergh by air 
mail, will be delivered to the flier by 
Postmaster General New at the navy 
yard Saturday. The trucks then will 
join the’ parade up Pennsylvania ave- 
nue. 

It was announced by the committee 
that all aviators now in the service or 
formerly in the service would be ad- 
mitted to the navy yard, provided they 
wear uniforms and the regulation wings 
insignia, They will form a lane through 
which Col. Lindbergh will walk on the 
way to his automobile.

RECONSIDERATION ASKED 


New ‘York, June 9 (By A. P.).—Col.

“Sorry to disagree with you, but you 
will complicate New York’s plans if 
you fly to Miller Field in your own 
plane. Police commissioner wishes me 
to emphasize that the police problem 
in connection with the city’s plans for 
your welcome is a difficult one and 
joins with me in requesting you to re- 
consider your present intention to use 
your own plane.” 

An invitation to commercial aviators 
to stage an aerial parade in Lindbergh's 
honor, has been withdrawn, the com- 
mittee feeling it was dangerous for 
planes to be flown above the great 
crowds that are expected. 


Dirigible to Fly Flag 
Over Capital Tonight 


An Army dirigible bearing a large 
flag of the United States will fly over 
the city tonight, illuminated by a bat- 
tery of searchlights, in connection with 
the celebration of flag week in the 
Capital, according to Col. James A.

TWO FRENCH AVIATORS 
TO FLY TO NEW YORK 


Taunts Stir Lieut. Drouhin 
and Lieut. Tarascon to 
Get Planes Ready. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, June 9 (By A. P.).—Piqued by 
the taunts hurled at French aviation 
from all corners for letting the Ameri- 
cans put over two transatlantic flights, 
aerial circles tonight announced‘ that 
two French planes will attempt the 
trip from Paris to New York before 
the end of the month. 

Lieut. Drouhin, who held the long- 
distance record of 4,000 kilometers (2,- 
484 miles) two years ago, made tests 
today in a 600-horsepower Farman Go- 
liath, equipped with two motors, hav- 
ing @ capacity of 2,500 gallons of pe- 
trol and an inclosed cockpit, like the 
planes used by Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh and Clarence D. Chamberlin. 
Lieut. Drouhin will attempt first to 
break the Chamberlin-Acosta time 
mark, 

The French ace, Lieut. Tarascon, will 
use a plane modeled after the Bellanca 
Columbia, equipped with a 420-horse- 
power Jupiter air-cooled motor, tak- 
ing M. Leprieur as his navigator.

We must dominate 
the mechanical side, and not be domi- 
nated by it. Your visit to Germany 
is a symbol of the relations between 
the two mations. You are a young 
Nation, we are a still younger republic. 
You. are the largest, we the youngest 
republic of the world. 


Blessing to the World. 


“If our respective nations exert all 
their energies to insure peace and free- 
dom and participation in all the 
cultural tasks of humanity it will prove 
a blessing for the whole world.”

But neither Chamberlin nor Levine 
smokes, and Chamberlin only sips light 
beer occasionally while Levine is de- 
clared to be a teetotaler. In conse- 
quence, some of the gifts are likely to 
find their way to hospitals and other 
institutions where the inmates perhaps 
will appreciate them. 


Levine at Controls. 


Levine said today that on the air 
flight he had replaced Chamberlin as 
pilot from time to time. 

“Clarence tried to sleep,” said his 
partner, “but could not close his eyes. 


However, he could atleast rest. I 
should certainly not have flown along 
merely as a straw man.” 

One of Levine’s chief worries is his 
wife’s prospective arrival, he laughing- 
ly confided tod&ay, saying: . 

“When she sees me, she will certainly 
deliver a knockout blow. Anyway, from 
her arrival on she will run the show. 
That is why I don’t dare to make plans 
beyond that time. 

“Clarence would like very much to 
fly out some distance to. meet the 
steamer Berlin (the steamer on which 
Mrs. Levine and Mrs. Chamberlin are 
passengers), but I don’t know yet 
whether we can make it.” 

Mr. Levine finds that he has relatives 
of the same name in almost every. cor- 
ner of Europe. , 

“I am feceiving even telegraphic 
kisses from alleged uncles and aunts in 
about two dozen cities,” he said, “for 
the most part located at points in the 
east, claiming I was born there. So far 
as I know I have no relatives whatever 
in Europe.”

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Itinerary of Flight Hero ' 
For Tomorrow Announced 


The route to be followed by Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh upen his ar- 
rival at the navy yard tomorrow at 
noon and as given in police orders 
for’ the day is as follows: 

From the navy yard north on 
Eighth street southeast to Penn- 
sylvania avenue, west on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue and B street south- 
east to First street, through the 
United States Capitol grounds over 
the south roadway, moving west to 
the Capitol Plaza; north across the 
plaza to the north roadway and west 
on the north roadway to Pennsyl- 
vania avenue at Peace Monument, 
west on Pennsylvania avenue to 
Fifteenth street, south on Fifteenth 
street to B street. west on B street 
to Sixteenth street and south into 
the Monument Grounds.

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his bearings before soaring out over 
the Atlantic. 

“After the first 100 miles,” he said, 
“the earth inductor compass—our main 
one—began reading differently from the 
magnetic compass and at 200 miles it 
became useless. We were then only over 
Cape Cod, but decided to continue, us- 
ing only the small magnetic compass. 
That was just before we started over the 
250-mile water jump to Nova Scotia. 
We hit Nova Scotia ‘on the nose’ at 
Yarmouth, giving us confidence in our 
magnetic compass, although that kind 
is only supposed to be good for running 
around with at home. 

“From there on to the English coast 
we were able to hold to our course close 
enough. We had some trouble with the 
magnetic compass after leaving Eis- 
leben (their first stop, in Germany, 
southwest of Berlin). This was prob- 
ably also due to motor vibration.” 


Atlantic Line Planned. 


Charles A. Levine declared today that 
he and Clarence D. Chamberlin planned 
a regular transatlantic, aerial service, 
using multimotored machines capable 
of carrying 2,000 pounds each. Levine 
stated that he was ready to put $2,- 


000,000 into the scheme, and that both 
he and Chamberlin thought it could 
become operative within a year. 

The plans envisaged by the two men 
who spanned the Atlantic from New 
York to Germany would provide for 
regular transatlantic lines from Amer- 
ica to various points in Europe. . 

“l am ready at this moment to put 
$2,000,000 into the scheme,” Levine 
said, “because I not only believe it 
practicable, but that it can be realized 
even within a year. We have a definite 
type of mackine in mind which will 
carry 2,000 pounds and will be equipped 
with more than one motor.” 

Chamberlin said: “The machine we 
intend to have built is unlike anything 
known here in Germany.” 


Floats Not Necessary. 


As part of the development of trans- 
atlantic aerial lines, Chamberlin thinks 
floating landing places anchored in 
various parts.of the ocean may be de- 
sirable for emergency landings, but he 
does not seem to attach prime impor- 
tance to this feature, which has been 
discussed in the European press as an 
absolute necessity. 

“The main thing,” he said today, “is 
the constant development of more effi- 
cient machines which can carry a 
greater useful load in proportion to 
their weight. During the war we Car- 
ried 1 pound of mail per horsepower 
on jumps of from 200 to 300 miles. 

“Ten years later, we already carry 10 
pounds per horsepower on jumps of 
from 500 to 600-miles. That is ten 
times the former efficiency and shows 
what the possibilities of engineering 
development are. The reason we could 
cross the ocean was because we carried 
almost double the weight of our plane. 
The plane weighed 1,850 pounds, and 
we carried almost 3,600.” 

He intimated that the transoceanic 
machines under consideration might 
even take a form and shape hitherto un- 
used. 

“Too much horsepower is still ab- 
sorbed by air resistance,” he said. “To 
reduce this is one of the chief engi- 
neering problems. 


Once in Serious Danger. 


Chamberlin told the American news- 
paper correspondents today what he 


would have done had the engine failed | $ 


or had he, for any. other reason, been 
forced to descend on the ocean. 

“In the first place,” he, said, “we 
had the landing gear so adjusted that 
we could have dropped it quickly. 

“Secondly, I planned to let out all 
our fuel through a valve at the bottom 
of the tank, and then close the valve 
again. The tank. filled with air, would 
then have kept us afloat indefinitely 
provided the storm was not too bad and 
the waves too high.” ' 

As to the mileage covered in the 
flight, Chamberlin said it was practi- 
cally impossible to determine exactly, 
as “the instruments for registering the 
number of revolutions (of the engine) 
from which distance can be calculated 
can not allow for the velocity of the 
wind—therefore all estimates must 
needs be guess work.” 

He declined to divulge for the present 
what periods of his flight were the 
most difficult. Asked whether at any 
any time he and Levine were in seri- 
ous danger, he replied:

Steubenville, Ohio, June 9 (By A. 
P.).—Ray and Roy de Autremont, ar- 
rested here last night for the murder 
of four men in connection with the 
holdup of a train in Oregon four years 
ago, late today were arraigned before 
a United States commissioner and or- 
dered held without bond as fugitives 
from justice. 

Postoffice tors are on their 
way here from Washington to file 
charges against them for robbing the 
mails. After this charge hag been filed 
they will be taken to Columbus, Ohio, 
for hearing in Federal court for an 
order of removal to Oregon. 

In case bond is demanded, Federal 
officials indicated toniglt, the Govern- 
ment will ask it be set at $500,000 each. 
Charges of murder also face the men 
on their return to Oregon. 

The brothers, 27-year-old twins, were 
held incommunicado throughout the 
day in city jail here. A heavy guard 
has been thrown about the jail. 


Waive Formal Extradition. 


Both declared today they would waive 
formal extradition proceedings. When 
arrested both admitted their identity. 

By a queer quirk of fate Huge de 
Autremont, their brother, went on trial 
at Jacksonville, Oreg., today, for his 
part in the slaying. 

Ray, arrested at his home here, where 
he had been living with his wife, a 
bride of a year, told Federal officials if 
he had had a chance he would have 
killed them “because he knew what was 
ahead of him.” 

“If I had got a chance I would have 
killed you and then myself. My life 
is worth nothing to me now,” Federal 
officials quoted him as saying. He had 
assumed the name of Clarence Good- 
win. 

Roy, arrested at an employment 
agency, when taken to police head- 
quarters for booking, said: ‘Well, it 
looks like some of you guys are in for 
a reward.” 

Rewards totaling $20,000 for the ar- 
rest of the two men had been posted. 


Ray’s Wife Prostrated. 


Ray’s wife, whom he married at 
Ironton, Ohio, was prostrated when she 
learned of her husband’s arrest. He 
never had revealed his identity to her. 
When an officer came to the home last 
night he told her he was an insurance 
adjuster and wanted her husband to 
accompany him to the hospital where 
his brother had been taken following 
an accident. The wily fugitive fell into 
the trap and when he entered an auto- 
mobile he found himself surrounded 
by heavily armed officers. 

In a tunnel near Siskiyou, Oreg., Oc- 
tober 11, 1923, the three brothers are 
alleged to have held up Southern Pa- 
cific passenger train No. 13, shot the 
engineer, fireman and brakeman in cold 
blood, then dynamited the mail car, 
killing the mail clerk.

The newspapers, in line with this 
declaration, declare that Poland can 
only prove her sincerity in expressing 
regret for the assassination of M 
Voikoff by the adoption of strong 
measures against Soviet enemies in her 
own territory and by the repudiation 
of the “British policy of aggression 
against the Soviet Union.” 

Some satisfaction, however, is ex- 
pressed by. the receipt of information 
from Warsaw, that the Polish authori- 
ties have consented to the presence of 
a member of the Soviet Embassy at the 
preliminary examination of Voikoff’s 
assassin. 


Litvinoff Thanks Poland. 


Warsaw, Poland, June 9 (By A. P.). 
M. Litvinoff, acting Soviet foreign com- 
missar, sent a note of thanks today to 
M. Zaleski, Polish foreign minister, for 
the Polish government’s expressions of 
sympathy over the death of M, Voikoff, 
Russian minister to Poland, after he 
had been shot by a young Russian stu- 
dent in Warsaw. 

Thousands of persons visited the 
Soviet Legation yesterday to view the 
body of M. Voikoff as it lay in state 
amid banks of flowers.

FRANCE AND THE WAR DEBT. 


~ At a time when doctrinaire college pro- 
fessors and League of Nations propagandists 
are drawing up ideal treaties between the 
United States and France, “forever outlawing 
war,” the hard-headed premier of France, M. 
Poincare, tells the Chamber of Deputies that 
he does not propose ratification of the debt 
agreement with America ‘‘because I hope to 
obtain better terms, and because Parliament 
certainly would not agree to bind the country 
for 62 years.” 

M. Poincare frankly told the chamber that 
the reason why he proposed a provisional pay- 
ment of $10,000,000 to the United States was 
“so that we would retain our freedom of ac- 
tion to negotiate on a new basis.” 

The chamber had before it a proposal, recom- 
mended by M. Poincare, accepting a loan of 
$80,000,000 from a Swedish match company 
and granting to that company the French 
match monopoly. ‘In order that we may fear 
nothing and be truly independent of our 
creditor countries,” asked M. Poincare, “don’t 
you think it would be useful to have foreign 
moneys, and particularly money that did not 
come from these creditor countries?”’ 

So, while Foreign Minister Briand throws 
out a smoke screen in the shape of a proposal ' 
to agree with the United States to “outlaw 
war,” his chief, M. Poincare, gives notice that 
the Mellon-Berenger debt agreement will not 
be ratified. 

France prevented the preparatory arms con- 
ference from agreeing upon a program for gen- 
eral reduction of armaments. France refused 
to~ participate in the naval arms conference 
called by President Coolidge. Now France re- 
fuses to ratify the debt agreement, but instead 
makes the empty gesture of offering to ‘‘out- 
law war.” 

If anything is calculated to throw cold water 
upon the friendly relations between the United 
States and France it is the policy adopted by 
the French government. 

M. Briand knows very well that the United 
States and France can not maintain cordial 
relations so long as France refuses to come 
o terms on the war debt. France is the only 
large debtor of the United States that has not 
adjusted its debt. The terms of the Mellon- 
Berenger agreement are very liberal to France 
—more liberal than the terms granted to 
Great Britain. France could easily meet the 
annual payments stipulated in the agreement. 
The profits from American tourists to, France 
are more than double the amount which France 
would be required to pay. The plain truth 
is that France is seeking to avoid payment 
of its debt to the United States. 

No better terms than the Mellon-Berenger 
agreement can bee expected. Instead of fa- 
voring easier terms to France, American public 
opinion is very likely to turn against that 
country, greatly to the detriment of the-good 
relations that should exist between the two 
peoples. 

France may temporarily obtain from other 
countries considerable money by loans and 
otherwise, but French credit wilt never be 
restored so long as the debt to the United 

\States is not adjusted. Large issues.of French 
government and municipal bonds are held in 
the United States. If the public should once 
become convinced that France intended to 
repudiate its war debt to the United States, 
tnc bonds now outstanding would probably 
suffer heavy depreciation, and it would be im- 
possible to float new loans in this market. 
In many directions, quite beyond the power of 
the United States Government to prevent, 
French credit would suffer. Every nation hav- 
ing financial relations with France would de- 
mand guarantees before entering into new 
engagements. The collapse of the franc would 
inevitably follow the withdrawal of the world’s 
confidence in France. 

By giving notice that the pending agree- 
ment will not be ratified, M. Poincare adopts 
a policy full of peril to France.- He is assum- 
ing that the United States will grant better 
terms. It will not do so,

A PLAN MUST BE MADE. 


The discussion which surrounds the pro- 
posed extra session of Congress has emphasized 
the need of speedy action in the matter of tax 
reduction; mention has been made of the de- 
sirability of early adjournment in the spring 
or summer to permit of political activity on 
the part of the members of the Senate and the 
House, and too little been said regarding the 
necessity for the enactment of flood-control 
legislation. 

If there is_a disposition on the part of Con- 
gress to sidestep what will be a difficult and 
lengthy task, such a course will be materially 
assisted by the failure of the executive branch 
of the Government to prepare a flood-contro)] 
plan between now and the time Congress con- 
venes. The desire to rebuild political fences 
wil? be compelling to many members. They 
will be willing and anxious to quit Washing- 
ton in May or June, unless pressing business 
forces a longer stay. 

In default of a plan for flood control; lack- 
ing concrete suggestions, embodying recommen- 
dations by the President, Congress not only 
will be in no position to consider the question 
to a conclusion, but will be justified-in follow- 
ing the easiest way and postponing considera- 
tion until another session, 

The problem does not permit of such delay. 
The fact that-what is now flooded land will 
have been reclaimed from the rivers by next 
winter, can not relieve the necessity of taking 
remedial action at the earliest possible moment. 
The Nation will look to the executive branch 
of the Government and to Congress for a solu- 
tion at the next session of Congress. In order 
that this may be done the President and his 
advisers must have their plan ready by the 
time the Senate and the House assemble. 


THE POLICE FORCE. 


The salary item in the Police Department’s 
estimate of financial needs for the fiscal year 
1928-29 represents an increase of $230,000 
over the amount granted for the coming year. 
In explanation Maj. Hesse told the Citizens 
Advisory Council that it was planned to add 
100 additional policemen, 35 of whom would 
be assigned to the traffic squad, the balance 
becoming patrolmen. At the present time, 
the council was told, the number of foot 
privates patrolling 69 square miles at any 
one time is 186, a totally inadequate number,

WANT TO BUY A PLANE? 


Again has Postmaster General Harry New 
demonstrated his keen business acumen. There 
could be no more auspicious time for offering 
bargains in aircraft than during the days im- 
mediately following the arrival in Washington 
of the: first and only aviator to cross the 
Atlantic alone. 

It so happens that the Postoffice Department 
has a bunch of airplanes on hand. .There are 
29 for: which Mr. New desires cash. The de- 
partment is about to retire from the business 
of carrying mails through the air, except under 
contract. 

The Department will need the planes up to 
July 1, so that buyers can not obtain their 
purchases before that date. But should two 
weeks be allowed to elapse between the date 
of the visit of Col, Lindbergh and the end of 
the fiscal year the enthusiasm of would-be 
aviators might subside; therefore ‘an old- 
fashioned auction will be held in the office of 
the Second Assistant Postmaster General at 12 
o’clock noon June 16,’’ according to the an- 
nounctement made yesterday by the Postmaster 
General. 

The 29 Douglas airplanes will be sold “when, 
as is, where, and if is,” which being trans- 
lated into something like grammatical Eng- 
lish means thatthe bidder is blindfolded when 
he buys and takes his chances of getting what 
he expects to get, where he expects to get it. 
The department has many other planes which 
will soon be useless for postal purposes. But 
these will be turned over to other departments 
and will not be sqld. The bargain day is 
June 16. Don’t forget time or place. 
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AUTOMOBILE LITIGATION. 
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t all automobile 3 
State be required to carry lability insurance, 
and that a commission be created to adjust 
automobile accident cases in the same way

Proponents of the plan believe that it would 
benefit the public as well as the courts. The 
majority of automobile damage suits now 
filed are, it is said, handled on a contingent 
basis, and the claimant, if successful, gets 
only a portion of the award. A commission 
would, it is believed, enable the injured party 
to get a settlement in much less time, and 
without the fees and costs that are now a part 
of such an action. 

New York is not alone in this problem, al- 
though it is magnified there. Courts in the 
populous sections of the country are carrying 
the same burden, so that the day may be at 
hand when other States will have to make 
special provision for automobile litigation.

NEW YORK’'S THEATER GRAFT. 


Again New York is investigating the theater 
ticket speculator, its district attorney having 
uncovered a decidedly unhealthy’ situation. 
For years service agencies have maintained 


offices to which the public could turn to pur- 
chase its theater tickets at an additional charge 
of 50 cents over the box-office price. Now it 
appears that.the 50 cents surcharge, permis- 
sible, under the law, has been violated regu- 
larly, and that charges have been elevated to 
‘what the traffic would bear.” 

New York theaters are scattered over such 
a large area that it is to the advantage of 
their patrons to have central offices in which 
tickets to all theaters may be purchased. The 
legitimate cost of such service should Be passed 
on to the purchaser. It seems now, however, 
that the theaters themselves have been guilty 
of boosting prices for popular shows to the 
service agencies, both by demanding that 
tickets for less popular offerings be purchased 
and by collecting a “‘rake-off’”’ of 25 cents on 
each ticket. 

Theater owners now announce that they 
will open up a “central ticket office’’ where 
the public can buy tickets to all theaters at a 
fixed charge of 10 per cent over the box-office 
price for all shows costing over $2, and at the 
original box-office price for all tickets costing 
less. The plan is good, and should eliminate 
graft. But the theaters must arrange to have 
on sale in the central office-the choice seats 
to all performances or the experiment will fail. 


SOME IMMIGRATION FACTS. 


The total permanent immigration into the 
United States last year was 304,488, and the 
net gain in population, after subtracting alien 


departures, was 268,351. ‘‘We conclude from 
these figures,” said Commissioner General of 
Immigration Harry E. Hull, in an address de- 
livered in Iowa City a few days ago, ‘‘that even 
under the present restrictive and selective 
immigration laws, aliens are not discouraged 
from seeking admission to this ‘country, or 
from subsequently availing themselves of the 
privileges of naturalization.” Mr. Hull told 
his hearers that a high order of citizenship is 
vital to any nation and that while for * 
than a century America ignored this truth, 
“now at last we have waked to the supreme 
importance of preserving the fiber of our citi- 
zens, and from now on eternal vigilance shall 
be our watchword.” He added: 

For the safety of the newcomer as well 
as for the native American we had to 
limit the number seeking employment 
and opportunity among us. Without the 
help of the restrictive laws which have 
been placed on the statute books within 
recent years employment and opportunity 
would have sunk out of sight in the 
millions thrown here in competition with 
them. 

He emphasized the necessity for the utmost 
vigilance on the part of the immigration serv- 
ice, to the end that only those who are dis- 
posed to embrace American principles and 
become good and fit citizens shall be permitted 
to enter. Mr. Hull explained that the primary 
purpose of selecting immigration is to guaran- 
tee future American citizens of a high type, 
mentally and physically. He expressed a doubt 
as. to the wisdom of that clause in the laws 
which exempts the natives of adjacent coun- 
tries from the ‘‘quota” provisions of the immi- 
gration act. | 

The effect of legislation during the last twen- 
ty years upon the number of immigrant arrivals 
is shown when comparison is made of the 
number admitted during the fiscal year 1907, 
when the total reached 185,349, with the 
arrivals during the fiscal year 1926, which 
were 268,351. Another-significant compari- 
son is that of the arrivals from Italy, the total 
of which in May, 1910, reached 37,784, as com- 
pared with the total of 8,253 from that king- 
dom during the entire fiscal year which ended 
last July. |

“A crowd, estimated by the police 
at more than 100,000, breaking down 
the barriers, swarmed over the field just 
before the airman came to earth, and 
almost robbed him of a landing place. 
The police endeavored to press the 
spectators back. The utmost confusion 
prevailed. The moment the machine 
landed it was surrounded by wildly 
excited crowds that ran pell-mell over 
the field and stampeded the quarters 
roped off for the official reception com- 
mittee, thereby smashing all carefully 
arranged plans for greeting the airman 
in a dignified manner. As he looked 
into the faces of the seething mass, 
Lindbergh called out: ‘For God’s sake 
look out for my machine!’ 

“Silk hats were crushed, clothes were 
torn, canes and umbrellas were broken, 
women were knocked down screaming, 
men fought, pulled and dragged one 
another, wild, excited bobbies darted 
here and there, blowing whistles and 
calling for reinforcements. They fought 
to touch his plane; but finally police 
succeeded in getting Lindbergh out of 
the, mass by lifting him into an auto- 
mobile.” 

This sounds something like a stam- 
pede in a roundup of wild cattle, but it 
wasn’t. It is only a description of the 
landing of Lindbergh at Croydon, Eng., 
May 29, 1927, and when it was over it 
was much like the carrying on at the 
funeral of Rudolph Valentino and many 
other occasions, where there is no oc- 
casion for excitement or violence. Such 
demonstrations are no proof of honor, 
sorrow, thankfulness or any such, feel- 
ing.

several The statement was that 
the drug stores do not sell a bottle of 
chill tonic now for every case they sold 
twenty years ago. The chill tonic 
business was never on a booze b 
When whisky became difficult to get 
men drank stomacn bitters, catarrh 
bitters, and even cologne, but the cus- 
tom of drinking quinine to get whisky 
never made any headway. 

Assuming the statements that the 
general use of chill tonic is decreasing 
markedly, what does it signify? For 
one thing, it signifies a decrease in the 
prévalence of malaria. There are still 
malaria foci. Many people have mala- 
ria. Probably not one-third of those 
who should be thoroughly treated for 


jthe disease are being so treated. At 


the same time, malaria does not affect 
everybody everywhere in the malarial 
section as it did 30° years ago. 


The next thing it signifies is that it 
is cheaper to buy ordinary staple qui- 
nine. Quinine capsules are easier to 
take and they are more effective. All 
chill tonics contain some sort of a dose 
of some sort of quinine. The consumer 
has trouble in learning what salt he 
is taking and how much, and paying 
for a fancy name and a pretty label is 
expensive. It is just as easy to buy 
quinine over the counter and most 
people know about how to use it. 

One of the most significant things 
about the change is that the people 
have a pretty good idea now as to how 
to take quinine. In the old chill tonic 
days they generally took medicine long 
enough to break the chills. That 
meant long enough to interrupt the 
daily chilling for two weeks or so. The 
new idea is that the treatment will 
be kept up for about two months—long 
enough to stop the chills and then to 
rouf the malarial parasites out of the 
blood and the internal organs.
